Be it enacted 'by the SefMxte amd House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Conaress assemhled^ That under and in accordance Siomd^^v^enue 
with the provisions of subchapter one, of chapter fifteen, of the Code ^'^nlemnin ^^umd 
of Law for the District of Columbia, within six months after the pas- for extending%t<?"

and they are hereby, authorized and directed to institute in the Supreme

permanent system of highways for the District of Columbia, and of 
kennedy Street northwest through lot numbered eight hundred, square 
twentj-seven hundred and eighteen, with a width of ninety feet:

awarded by the jury in said proceeding as damages for, and in respect beneSSf^ " 

of, the land to be condemned for said extension and widening, plus the 
costs and expenses of the proceeding hereunder, shall be assessed by 
the jury as benefits. 

Sec. 2. That there is hereby appropriated, out of the revenues of ^^^^^^^^^ ^^^ 
€he District of Columbia, an amount sufiicient to pav the necessary 
costs and expenses of the condemnation proceedings herein provided 
for and for the payment of the amounts awarded by the jury as Payment of awards, 
damages, to be repaid to the District of Columbia from the assess- 
ments for benefits and covered into the Treasury to the credit of the 
revenues of the District of Columbia.

Convention, being in the English and Swedish languages, is word 
for word as follows: 



The President of the United

Preamble, United States of America and the Empire of Japan, was concluded 

and signed by their respective Plenipotentiaries at Washington on 
the twenty-first day of February, one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, the original of which Treaty, beinsf in the English language 
is, as amended by the Senate of the United States, word for word as 
follows : 
Contracting Powers. ^^ President of the United States of America and His Majesty 
the Emperor of Japan, being desirous to strengthen the relations of 
amity and eood understanding which happily exist between the two 
nations, and believing that the fixation in a manner clear and positive 
of the rules which are hereafter to govern the commercial interconrfse 
between their respective countries *will contribute to the realization 
of this most desirable result, have resolved to conclude a Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation tor that purpose, and to that end have 
named their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : 
Plenipotentiaries. The President of the United States of America, Philander C. Knox, 
• Secretary of State of the United States ; and 
His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Baron Yasuya Uchida, 
Jusammi, Grand Cordon of the Imperial Order of the Rising 
Sun, His Majesty's Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States of America ;

When, under the provisions of 
this Article, the arrest and deten- 
tion of a fugitive are desired in 
the Repubhc of El Salvador, the 
proper course shall be to apply to 
the JForeign Office, which will im- 
mediately cause the necessary 
steps to be taken in order to secure 
the provisional arrest or detention 
of the fugitive. 

The provisional detention of a 
fugitive shall cease and the pris- 
oner be released if a formal requi- 
sition for his surrender accompa- 
nied by the necessary evidence of 
his guilt has not been produced 
under the stipulations of this 
Treaty, within two months from 
the date of his provisional arrest 
or detention. 

ARTICLE Xin. 

In every case of a request made 
by either of the two Contracting 
Parties for the arrest, detention 
or extradition of fugitive crimi- 
nals^ the legal officers or fiscal
